WHEAT 


Condition of U. 8. Winter Wheat 

._The crop report issued by the 
state of Kansas, U.S.A., on Dec. 1, 
indicated the poorest prospects on 
record, The acreage is the smallest 
since 1925, and never in history has 
the condition been as low-as the 67 
per cent of normal reported on that 
date, The abandonment of acreage 
this winter will probably be very 
heavy. It hag been found by exper-- 
ience that whe ntlie crop goes into 
the winter with a condition under 
80 per cent, more than 1 per cent 
of the acreage is abandoned. Last 
year, for ins8tance, when the crop 
entered the year with a condition of 
70 per cent there was an abandon- 
ment of 21 per cent. With a condi- 
tion on Deg, 1 of only 57 per cent it 
wotld not be Impossible to see near- 
ly one-third of the acreage sown, 
or about 2,500,000 acres, abandoned, 
Kansag ig the ‘largést wheat pro- 

ducing state in the union. 
Canadian, Wheat Growers 
Will Suffer. 


ed in Minneapolis, is of the opinion 
that Canadian wheat growers ‘are 
Ikely to -be the chief sufferers from 
the ruling of the British treasury 
that the Empire wheat preference 
agreement. does no tapply to Can- 
adian. grown wheat routed through 
the United States save under rigidly 
defined through consignment re- 
quirements. The Northwestern Mill- 
er contends that the route down 
the lake and through United States 
ports long since established ag least 
costly, if not, considering the limits 
of usefulness of the two minor ‘Can- 
adian ports, ag absolutely essential 
in the winter movement of Canadian 
wheat to British ports.

“It is true that 
this statement may be regarded as 
coming with poor grace from a citi- 
zen ofthe United States, which has 
kept pace with other nationg in im- 
posing — restrictions upon trade,” 
says the article, ‘“‘but this country, 
too, must and will learn the same 
lesson as the result of the hard ex- 
perience through which it is now 
passing.”’ 
Exports of Canadian Wheat 

The exports of Canadian wheat 
from August 1 to Dec. 13, 1932, 
totalled 185 million bushels, or 55 
per cent of the world takings, Can- 
ada faced the new year with approxi 
mately 300 million bushels of wheat 
available for sale after allowing for 
home requirements. In order to get 
the surplus down to the same flure 
as last year, 166 million bushels 
must be soJd between Jan. 1 and 
July 31. 

Assistance for Argentinian 
Farmers 

A plan by which Argentina will 
help its farmerg to get their grain 
to market hag been put into effect. 
Special credits are to be advanced 
the farmers for the harvesting, 
threshing, and storing of their grain 
crops. 

According t othe plan, money, may 
be borrowed for harvesting and 
threshing of wheat, oats, barley, and 
flaxseed. On harvesting, loang are 
made on a basis of five pesos (about 
$2.98) per hectare (2.56. acres) of 
grain, For threshing and bagging, 
loans up to 1 1-2 pesos (88) for 
each 220 lbs, are allowed, If the 
grain ig stored on the farm, an ad- 
vance of five and one-half pesos is

WEED MENACE 

The Associate Committee on Weed 
Control of the Natonal Research 
Council of Canada will meet in Ed- 
monton, January 19. This meeting 


will bring together government 
officials from Ottawa, Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan, Alberta, and other 


provinces. 

Presumably these men will discuss 
the increasing weed menace and out- 
line plans for the control of weeds, 
one of the most serious problems 
with which the western farmer has 
to contend. 

That the weed menace is on the 
increase there is no doubt. We have 
witnessed in Alberta the spread of 
the Canada thistle, the stink weed, 
and the sow thistle, not to mention 
many other weeds lesg damaging to 
crop areas. 8These three weeds are 
particularly difficult to combat, and 
have caused hundredg of thousands 
of dollars loss to western farmers. 

Prairie governments and farmers 
have spent huge sums of money in 
fighting weeds, but in spite of every 
effort the weeds appear to be gain- 
ing a firmer foothoold. 

Weeds show a hardiness and ten- 
acity of life that is amazing. 
Through long centuries of struggle 
for existence they have developed 
wonderful powers of — resistence 
against adverse conditions, and 
their powers of propogation are al- 
most unlimited. 

Proper contro] of the weed men- 
ace can be brought about only by 
the co-operation of every farmer and 
land owning corporation doing their 
bit to eradicate these unwanted 
members of the plant family. A 
little extra effort now will save 
time, trouble, and untold loss in the 
future.

Our difficulty today seemg to be 
not in growing quality and quantity, 
but in distributing to the markets 
of the world the products of our 
farms. This phase of agriculture is 
an all importan tone today. Still, 
quality and quantity must be main- 
tained with the increasing demands 
of the world's population, and the 
coming conference in Regina should 
contribute and distribute much use- 
ful knowledge for the benefit of 
agriculture in general.

WORLD GRAIN EXHIBITION

verse conditions, the World Grain 
Exhibition and Conference will be 
held in Regina, Sask., this coming 
summer, July 24 to August 6. 

“Show what you grow and share 
what you know”’ ig the slogan of the 
great grain exhibition which is at- 
tracting world-wide interest. Entries 
are being received from many states 
in the American Union, from Ar- 
gentina, from Australia, India, and 
from practically every country in 
the world. 

There are classes in grain, grasses, 
peas, beans, and other garden seeds, 
as well as hundreds of other classes, 

January 31 ig the last day on 
which entries will be accepted. It 
is expected there will be about 200 
entries from Alberta, and the other 
prairie provinces and British Colum- 
bia will have long lists of entries. 

Entry fees are $3.00 and $1.50, ac- 
cording to the size of the cash prizeg

sion world-wide in @xtent, more 
acute than any previously experienc- 
ed and affecting every industry and 
activity, The existence of the world 
surplus of wheat, most of which s 
held in North America, is the chief 
reason for the low price of wheat. 
In the accumulation of that surplus 
the policies pursued by the Wheat 
Pools and by the federal Farm 
Board in the United States were the 
prime agencies. The pursuit of 
these policies by the Pools in place 
of utilizing the established trading 
machinery compelled the interven- 
tion of the Dominion Government fn 
an effort to prevent even worse con- 
sequences, and hag overloaded the 
markets of the world with the large 
unsold surplus of wheat go that it 
hag been impossible for prices to be 
sustained at a satisfactory level, 

“A national marketing agency 
would be powerless to raise the pres- 
ent world wheat price level in face 
of the surplus now existing and of 
the efforts of consuming countries, 
influenced in no small measure by 
fear of a combination of producers 
in exporting countries to hold up 
prices, to produce their own food- 


“World conditions of trade are at 
present confused and disturbed. 
Grain markets in important areas 
in the world are prevented from 
functioning normally by unsound 
and ill-advised experiments. Tariffs, 
quotas, and milling restrictions have 
been imposed upon wheat by con- 
suming countries in their own sup- 
posed interests. Under the pressure 
of such influences it is inevitable 
that the wheat market in Canada, as 
elsewhere, should be adversely af- 
fected. But a national marketing 
agency could bring no more power- 
ful support to the market than has 
already been supplied by the Do- 
minion Government through. the 
Central Selling Agency in an effort 
to bring some relief to producers. . . 

‘Prices of primary products. the 
world over have fallen ag much as 
wheat and in the case of many of 
them, fell long before the big de- 
cline in wheat prices took place. 
The established machinery of grain 
trading cannot be held responsible 
for a condition which prevails in 
regard to practically all other pro- 
ducts as well as to wheat.... ”’ 


FIGHTING IN 8PAIN WITH 
DEATH TOLL OF 35 PEOPLE 
MADRID, Spain, Jan. 9—A battle 
between Communists and a large 
force of civil guards was under way 
tonight at the village of Bugarra 
in the province of Valencia. The 
Communists had been driven out of 
the nearby town of Pedrabla where 
earlier in the day htere was sang- 
uinary fighting in which 10 rebels 
and two members of the guard were 
killed. All told, the extremist 
movement against the government, 
which has affected many parts of 
Spain, hag resulted in the killing of 
35 persons and wounding 100 in the 
Past two days.

A BAD GAP 

There are some gaps which can 
be crossed if we are willing to take 
the time and if we have the 
strength to struggle down one side 
and up the other. Other gaps must 
be bridged if they are to be crossed. 

The engineering skill which ~tas 

{| made possible the bridging of such 

| chasms as exist in the Rocky Moun- 


tains is one of the marvels of our 
age. 
There are other kinds of gaps 


which are serious impediments to 
life’s progress. One such gap is the 
one which exists between knowledge 
and practice in disease prevention. 
On the one side ig knowledge; on 
the other, disease and ignorance. 
The gap must be bridged if disease 
is to be overcome by knowledge. 

Too often it igs presumed that 
knowledge is, in itself, sufficient, but 
such is not the case. Knowledge is 
power in that it makes effective 
practice possible, but it is the ap- 
plication of knowledge which  se- 
cures results. 

Water power has always existed 
in Niagara Falls, but it was not un- 
til recent years that this power has 
been made use of. Now it ig being 
developed and, converted into elec- 
tric energy, it puts machinery in 
motion and produceg light; it se- 
cures results because it is being 
made use of. 


In the field of disease prevention, 
the greatest and most urgent prob- 
lem is to put to use the knowledge 
which is available We know that 
typhoid fever can be _ controlled 
through safeguarding of water and 
food supplies, but this knowledge 
does not cause typhoid fever to dis- 
appear. Typhoid fever becomes a 
rare disease in those countries 
where this knowledge igs applied so 
as to secure for the citizeng a pure 
and safe water supply, and where 
the food is safeguarded. 

The only reason why diphtheria 
continues to menace children is be- 
cause full use ig not being made of 
the kuowledge which is available 
concerning the prevention of this 
disease. We know how to prevent 
diphtheria by a simple, safe, pro- 
cedure—diphtheria immunization. A 
number of ‘communities have suc- 
ceeded in banishing diphtheria by 
making use of this means; others 
have made no effort in this con- 
nevtion, and so diphtheria continues 
itg ravages. 

All thig is true for the individual 
just as it is true for the community. 
You will only obtain protection from 
disease and keep yourself in a 
healthy condition to the extent that 
you apply the knowledge which you 
have concerning these matters. In- 
crease your knowledge b yall means, 
but, above all, make use of what 
knowledge you have.
